Easter  tells  not  merely  something  which  happened 
to  God.  Rather,  the  Resurrection  is  something  that 
God  did.  Something  He  does  for  usl 

We  find  among  some  old  prayers  a recurring  phrase, 
a petition  and  expectation  . . . "that  we  may  be  par- 
takers of  His  Resurrection."  We  are  to  share,  to 
participate,  in  a new  life.

It  was  certainly  such  an  expectation  felt  by  the 
Psalmist  who  sang  (Psalm  57:8)  "Awake,  my  soul!

FAMILIES 
WITHIN  A FAMILY 

The  distance  between  Pocatello,  Idaho,  and  Teheran, 
Iran,  is  approximately  7,000  miles  but,  with  Presby- 
terian-St.  Luke's  playing  cupid,  the  distance  meant 
nothing  to  Marsha  and  Hassan  Najafi,  our  "Family 
within  a Family".  It  was  here  that  the  Najafis  met  . . 
she  as  a student  nurse  and  he  as  a resident  . . and  in 
1959,  at  the  University  of  Chicago's  chapel,  they  were 
married. 


Mrs.  Najafi,  born  and  raised  in  Pocatello,  always 
dreamed  of  becoming  a nurse.  In  high  school,  she  took 
some  secretarial  courses  but  found  that  her  interest 
lay  elsewhere,  so  again  she  turned  to  nursing  and  be- 
gan to  prepare  herself  for  this  work.  Three  of  her 
friends  acquainted  her  with  the  hospital  as  one  served 
his  internship  and  two  were  graduate  nurses  at  St. 
Luke's.  In  1959,  Mrs.  Najafi  graduated  from  the  School 
of  Nursing  and  since  then  has  been  a staff  nurse  in  the 
emergency  and  private  out-patient  department. 


Dr.  Najafi,  from  Teheran,  received  his  M.D. degree 
from  Teheran  University  School  of  Medicine  in  1954 
and  served  his  internship  and  began  a surgical  resi- 
dency at  Pahlavi  University  Hospital  in  Teheran.  Each 
year  his  government  selects  top  students  to  travel 
abroad  on  a government  scholarship  and,  being  at  the 
top  of  his  class  (which  won  him  the  University's  highest 
academy  award),  Dr.  Najafi  was  selected  and  chose  to 
come  to  the  United  States.  He  interned  at  George 
Washington  University  Hospital  in  Washington,  D.  C. 
and  came  to  St.  Luke's  in  1958  to  serve  a residency  in 
general  surgery.  In  July  he  will  finish  his  residency 
and  his  future  plans  include  a fellowship  in  the  hospital’s 
cardio-vascular  and  thoracic  surgery  program. 


Travel  is  a favorite  pastime  of  the  Najafis.  They 
have  visited  many  of  our  cities  including  New  York, 
Washington,  and  nearby  Milwaukee,  which  they  love. 
They  already  have  their  next  trip  planned.  In  March 
they  plan  a three -months  stay  in  Los  Angeles,  where 
Dr . Najafi  will  complete  his  senior  surgical  residency 
at  Children's  Hospital.  In  addition,  they  enjoy  swim- 
ming, dancing,  and  trying  new  restaurants  (both  are 
excellent  cooks  themselves,  with  Persian  dishes  being 
Dr.  Najafi's  specialty).  Dr.  Najafi  was  the  champion 
ping  pong  player  in  high  school  and  college,  and  also 
in  his  country.  In  fact,  he  was  invited  to  instruct  the 
queen  in  ping  pong  but  she  found  tennis  more  enjoyable, 
so  he  played  ping  pong  with  the  king. 

"You  get  a new  perspective  about  your  own  country 
being  married  to  someone  from  another  country,"  said 
Mrs.  Najafi.  "Hassan,  although  he  loves  Iran,  has  a 
great  appreciation  of  the  United  States  - its  beauty, 
highways,  buildings, and  its  friendly  people.  . .makes 
you  look  at  things  for  the  first  time  that  you  had  never 
really  noticed  before." 

There  is  a large  group  of  Persians  in  Chicago  as 
well  as  throughout  the  United  States.  One  very  gay 
holiday  is  on  March  21  - "Norooz"  - Iran's  New  Year 
(the  first  day  of  spring).  It  is  much  like  our  Christmas 
in  that  they  decorate  a special  type  of  plant  and  ex- 
change gifts.  Last  year,  the  Najafis  welcomed  "Norooz" 
at  a party  held  in  Chicago  where  there  was  an  abundance 
of  delicious  Persian  food,  music  and  dancing. 

We  hope  the  Najafis  will  be  celebrating  "Norooz" 
at  Presbyterian  - St.  Luke's  for  many  years  to  come.

The  Secret  of  the  Kingdom  by  Mika  Waltari 

Waltari,  one  of  the  world's  leading  historical  novel- 
ists, with  his  ancestral  background  of  clergymen,  is 
weU  fitted  for  writing  this  Biblical  novel.

BOOK  REVIEW

Ring  of  Bright  Water, 
by  Gavin  Maxwell 

Post-adventurer,  Gavin  Maxwell,  grandson  of  famed 
natural  historian  Sir  Herbert  Maxwell,  tells  of  his  re- 
treat from  civilization  to  live  at  a remote  spot  on  the 
wild  northwest  coast  of  Scotland.  In  brilliant  detail  he 
describes  his  small  cottage  furnished  with  flotsam 
from  the  shore,  the  intensely  beautiful  landscape  of 
rock  and  sea,  and  the  various  wild  creatures  inhabit- 
ing the  region.  He  devotes  a large  and  highly  amusing 
portion  of  this  modern-day  Robinson  Crusoe  account 
to  Mijbil  and  Edal,  two  intelligent,  playful  and  affec- 
tionate pet  otters  who  shared  his  solitary  life.  The 
author  picked  up  Mijbil  as  a pup  in  the  swamp  country 
of  Iraw.  More  resourceful  than  most  current  fictional 
heroes,  Mijbil  could  turn  on  a water  tap,  unzip  a zipper, 
and  chew  razor  blades.  Whenever  Maxwell  overslept, 
Mij  darted  beneath  the  covers,  ripped  them  loose  and 
stole  the  pillow. 

This  is  a delightfully  written  and  beautifully  illus- 
trated book  for  those  who  enjoy  fine  nature  writing.  It 
is  one  of  fifty  titles,  published  since  January,  1961 
named  as  one  of  the  important  new  books  in  a spring 
survey  of  48  leading  newspaper  critics.

Dr.  Charles  V.  Heck,  associate  attending  orthopedic

Dr.  Edwin  M.  Miller,  consulting  sur- 
geon at  Presbyterian-St.  Luke's,  and 
clinical  professor  emeritus,  depart- 
ment of  surgery,  University  of 
Illinois,  received  his  B.  A.  degree 
from  the  University  of  Illinois  and 
M.  D.  degree  from  Rush  Medical  College.  In  1913  he 
served  a year's  internship  in  surgery  at  Presbyterian 
Hospital  followed  by  a surgical  internship  at  Cook 
County  Hospital.  In  1915  Dr.  Miller  was  appointed  to 
the  Presbyterian  medical  staff  and  the  faculty  of  Rush 
Medical  College.  In  1916  he  served  as  the  Nicholas 
Senn  fellow  in  surgery  under  the  noted  surgeon  Dr. 
Dallas  B.  Phemister. 

During  World  War  I,  Dr.  Miller  served  with  the 
medical  corps  in  France  with  the  rank  of  captain.  He 
later  served  as  It.  colonel  during  World  War  n and 
was  chief  of  surgery  of  General  Hospital  (#13)  in 
New  Guinea. 

Dr.  Miller  has  been  associated  with  the  hospital  for 
48  years  and  has  held  the  position  of  vice  president  of 
the  medical  staff  (1947-53)  and  chairman  of  the  de- 
partment of  surgery  (1949-54).  His  medical  publica- 
tions number  66,  mainly  relating  to  surgery  in  children. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  1913  Dr.  Miller  was 
one  of  the  young  surgeons  who  took  part  in  the  experi- 
mental work  conducted  at  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the 
development  of  the  electrocardiograph  machine.  Their 
operating  room  was  formerly  the  potato  room.  This 
work  involved  opening  the  chest  and  ligating  the  coro- 
nary arteries  at  various  levels  to  determine  the  effect 
on  the  electrocardiographic  tracings.

August  Ficht,  whose  training  in  this  field  began  in  1913 
with  Sharpe  and  Smith,  designs  metal  and  leather 
custom-made  braces  for  the  extremities  and  back, 
special  plastic  splints,  and  is  prepared  to  fit  a wide 
range  of  ready-made  surgical  garments,  corsets,  and 
cervical  collars,  to  mention  a few  of  the  many  items. 

Mr.  Ficht's  services  offer  several  advantages  to 
both  patients  and  the  doctors,  including  costs  that  are 
competitive  with  outside  suppliers,  waiting  and  fitting 
rooms,  convenient  location,  availability,  and  prompt 
service.

DOCTORS 
in  profile 

Dr.  Alfred  P.  Solomon,  attending  psychiatrist  at  Pres- 
byterian-St.  Luke's,  and  clinical  associate  professor 
of  psychiatry,  University  of  Illinois,  was  born  in  Cali- 
fornia where  he  received  a B. A.  degree  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  California.  He  received  his  M.D.  degree  in 
1924  from  the  University  of  Illinois,  followed  by  a 
rotating  internship  at  Cook  County  Hospital.  In  1926 
he  was  appointed  to  St.  Luke's  medical  staff  where  he 
was  chairman  of  the  neuropsychiatric  department. 

His  professional  memberships  include:  Fellow, 
American  Psychiatric  Association;  American  Psycho- 
matic  Society;  Association  for  Research  in  Nervous 
and  Mental  Diseases;  Central  Neuropsychiatric  Asso- 
ciation; American  Geriatrics  Society;  Fellow,  Amer- 
ican College  of  Physicians;  Institute  of  Medicine;  and 
American  Board,  Neurology  and  Psychiatry. 

At  St.  Luke's  and  later  at  Presbyterian-St.  Luke's, 
Dr.  Solomon  has  been  intimately  associated  with  the 
planning  and  development  of  the  psychiatric  units.

The  clinical  experience 
gained  since  1929  in  the  development  of  the  day  hos- 
pital concept  afforded  Dr.  Solomon  in  1945-46  the  basis 
for  planning  the  Veterans  Rehabilitation  Center  of  the 
State  of  Illinois  of  which  he  was  the  first  clinical 
director. 

Because  he  feels  that  the  volunteer  has  a place  in 
the  psychiatric  services,  Dr.  Solomon  has  interested 
himself  in  giving  an  orientation  course  in  human  be- 
havior to  the  psychiatric  unit  volunteers. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Solomon  reside  on  Chicago's  near 
north  side.  They  have  a daughter,  Barbara  Rocah, 
M.D.,  child  psychiatrist  for  the  Institute  for  Juvenile 
Research,  and  two  grandchildren  (children  of  their 
late  son).

This  group  studies  factors  re- 
lating to  infant  deaths  in  Chicago  and,  through  their 
recommendations,  enforced  by  the  Chicago  Health  De- 
partment, they  have  been  responsible  for  atremendous 
drop  in  the  infant  death  rate.  Over  the  past  25  years, 
Dr.  Klawans  has  been  very  active  in  teaching,  not  only 
to  the  house  staff  and  medical  students,  but  also  to  our 
student  nurses,  and  he  has  written  over  25  papers  in 
the  medical  literature. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Klawans  reside  on  Chicago's  near 
north  side.  They  have  a son  and  daughter  and  two 
grandchildren.  Dr.  Klawans'  avocations  range  from 
non-fiction  reading  to  music  and  art.  His  art  collection 
includes  signed  lithographs  by  Picasso,  Matisse, 
Chagall,  and  Leger,  and  he  has  many  rare  jazz  record- 
ings.

The  second  matter  is  a "testimonial."  It  was  soon 
after  I had  begun  my  work  here  as  a chaplain,  a few 
years  back,  that  I had  a conversation  in  the  tea  room 
with  one  of  the  hospital's  many  secretaries.

remember  something  she  said  which  I believe  is  still 
worthwhile: 

"I  and  lots  of  others  around  here  could  be  working 
elsewhere  for  more  money.  I've  done  it,  with  a large 
firm.  But  the  big  difference  here  is  that  the  most  im- 
portant person  is  the  patient.  What  I like  about  it  is  I 
think  God  thinks  this  way.  It  gives  my  work  here  more 
meaning  and  I feel  I am  doing  something  more  worth- 
while." 

This  attitude  has  a personal  validity  which  is  per- 
haps shared  by  others.  And  it  reflects  the  official 
dedication  of  the  hospital:  "To  the  glory  of  God  and 
the  service  of  man."

From  first  hand  experience  and  from  the  reports 
of  friends  who  have  recently  been  hospitalized,  I had 
begun  to  wonder  whether  the  days  of  really  sensitive 
nursing  care  had  gone  forever.  My  apprehension  has 
certainly  been  dispelled  as  a result  of  my  recent  hos- 
pitalization at  Presbyterian-St.  Luke's. 

The  physical  care  that  I required  was  minimal,  but 
the  nursing  personnel  conveyed  an  obvious  skill  and 
competence  which  would  have  allowed  me  to  depend 
upon  them  completely  had  the  need  arisen.  At  the  same 
time,  I have  had  ample  opportunity  to  observe  their 
expertness  in  other  areas  of  nursing  care.  Both  the 
daytime  and  evening  staff  have  skillfully  supported  me 
at  times  when  I was  discouraged.  They  have  taken 
careful  note  of  my  food  preferences  and  have  encour- 
aged me  to  eat  by  unobtrusively  keeping  me  supplied 
with  foods  I like,  and  they  have  regularly  looked  in  on 
me  to  be  sure  that  there  was  nothing  I needed.
